Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Represenative, Daryl Basham, requested clarification of 
the pending claim rejections under 35 USC 1 12-first paragraph, scope of enablement and 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph. The claim limitations reciting that the genus of polypeptides be "soluble" was discussed and was 
distinguished from related subject matter in the Hoppe et al. reference, as explained in Applicant's arguments of 29 
January 2007. The scope of Applicant's claims was revisited by the Examiner and the SPE, Gary Nickol. Both the 
Examiner and the SPE agreed that withdrawal of the rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, scope of 
enablement, and 35 USC 112, second paragraph, was appropriate upon further consideration. Additionally, the 
Examiner noted that the withdrawal of previous rejections of record had mistakenly been omitted from the 4/17/2007 
noh-final Office Action. The Examiner agreed to reconsider the application for the possibility of allowance.
